the citizens of every town or city of 
any size in this section is that of tho 
modern hobo or tramp. 
Hu is as 


care-free 
IIH 
tho 
wind, drifting 


wherever his fancy aud the railway 
systems of the country see tit to take 
him. 
Life is one continual vacation 


for him; oue loujj: day off, in which 
there is neither toil uor worry. 
The 


world owes him a living aud he is ou 
hand iit all times to make the collec- 
tions. 
It may not bo a very good 


living, not yet an ideal existence, 
but then 
he does uot believe iu 


looking a gift horse iu the mouth, 
but makes the best of that which 
conies to him. 


Whether the tramp is t-aMsfled or 


uot with our treatment of him, wo 
ilwayu do about tho best wo can for 
urn. 
Wo meet him ou tho threshold 


with outstretched hands aud conduct 
lim before one of the dignitaries of 
the city, where his case in looked 
into carefully, and generally he is 
invited to stay with us for u few 
lays. 
Ho always accepts the invita- 


tion, uud then ho is tukun and givou 
i bath, his clothes are washed up und 
lie is given three square meals a day 
with a good bed to sleep iu at night. 
Thou when his visit is over ho is 
taken to the edge of tho city uud 


a start ou his way, coudiieied, 


generally, by oue of our o'ticurs to 
see that, ho does not. get lost. 
If this 


is not an ideal existence, it is at leant 
better than the average, aud for u 
maii who has nobody to caro for, uud 
is not too particular, should prove 
'juite u happy state. 


If it were one of our own citUeus 


who did u half that, tho tramp '1<)es 
B) make himself obnoxious we would 
iiavo him up ou Mio habitual criminal 
statute uud probably give him u year 
or two in tho state prison at hard 
labor, where lie would have to learn 


trade and earn his board for a time, 


it leusr. 


It has often been suggested that, 


these tramps who wander about thru 
the county be put to work when they 
aro arrested, and iu some parts of 
the country this is doue, Mio conse- 
quence beiiitf that the hoboes fight; 
aliy of those particular places, and 
they are 
not bothered very much 


with this class of gentry. 
.lust why 


our city aud county authorities do 
not iro in together and fix things so 
they will have to work here, is more 
than the average man can understand. 
There are many roads adjacent to tho 
-,ity that need a great deal of work 
on them to make them so that they 
will be passable dnriuc tho entire 
year, aud it is on these thorofiires 
that the tramps could be put to work. 
Quo overeeer could take caro of u lot 
of them, aud while they might, not 
pay a great profit ou the investment, 
it would be bolter than thov are 
doing now. 
Last wi-ek throe tramps were sent 


to tho county jail for ton days each. 
This means that the county will have 
to put up about thirty dollars for 
their keep during 
that, time, aud 


nobody will got any return for tlio 
expenditure. 
The farmers and those 


livine iu tlio city also, are strong and 
persistent kickers about the highness 
of the tuxes, and yet they consent to 
have a large amount of money spent 
each year for the support of tramps, 
and theu so 
out and spend more 


money for work that they .might us 
well compel the tramp to do. 


There are many towns in this oast 


whore they make the tramps work, 
iu case they are arrested, and they 
are careful"to arrest all that comes 
their way, for they have everything 
ready lor them and it is no trouble 
to put them to work. 
The people of 


Wood county should do the same. 
They are letting good money go to 
waste 
and at the same time en- 


couraging idleness. 


A timely item along this lino is 


taken from the Marshfield News of 
last week, and is as follows: 


We would lm»e fewer tramps in 


this vicinity if there were a stone 
pile for the chance comers to work 
at," says Chief of Police A. P. Qor- 
wing. "f -we had a first class pile of 
rock for the accommodation of these 
traveling gentry, there would be loss 
expense to the city. 
Every tough 


that is committed to the county jail 
costs the city from Z20 to $40, which 
is too much. 
We try to discourage 


them by committing five or six to jail 
just at the opening of spring, and 
then the word is passed along some- 
how and not so many come here. 


"They do not seem to be so anxious 


to get inside the jails in the summer 
time.

But 
uvtm iu that country tlie farmers ex- 
amiue each ear carefully, and their 
familiarity with the produce enables 
them *o tell whether it will germinate 
or not, without making a test of the 
seed.

schools provide vocational training for 
boys from fourteen to seventeen years of 
age who are of necessity forced to earn 
a livlihood as soon as possible after leav- 
ing school. These authorities believe 
that is the solution to the problem of 
what to da for the average boy from 
fourteen to seventeen years of age to 
bring out of him tho best there is in 
him for future citizenship and general 
usefulness to the community. Most of 
the toys leave school at the uge of four- 
teen of fifteen because they do not see 
that the schools are in position to do any- 
thing for them to tit them better for 
life than they are fitted right then and 
there. Since the law is satisfied, these 
boys therefore enter some occupation. 
It makes very, little difference 
what 


occupation so long as it has-some re- 
munerative money consideration attach- 
ed. The thought of self improvement 
in choice of these occupations is far re- 
moved from the 
average 
IKJV, 
who 


enters them, and the parents care not 
at all what occupation is entered, so 
long as the boy earns some money. The 
occupations that a large numijer of boys 
enter who leave school between the ages 
of fourteen and seventeen arc largely 
known as "blind alley'' occupations— 
occupations that lead nowhere. Many 
boys enter factories or mills, and a very 
few are engaged as apprentices to learn 
trades, lwcau.se the average proprietor 
of a factory, mill, or shop has neither 
the time' nor the inclination to teach a 
trade. 


Now, 
a skilled hand is of very much 


greater value to the community than 
one unskilled. Since 
tho Ixjys who 


leave school at tho age of fourteen to 
seventeen have little chance of learning 
a trade, it is advocated by those interest- 
ed in thes«! boys that tho schools provide 
the opportunities which are lost to the 
bovs if the hoys leave before seventeen 
anil teach them a vocation or a trade. 


The .schools of Grand .Rapids are as 


far 
advanced in this respect as most 


schools, although we have not yet taken 
up with the trade school idea. Boys 
and girls who desire to prepare for some 
vocation have tin; choice of one of two 
courses: the girls the Commercial and 
Domestic Sc.iuiice Courses, the boys the 
Commercial

Training 


Courses. The Commercial Course in 
our High School prepares the student 
for a position immediately upon gradua- 
tion.

attendance of 2-fH are talcing vocational 
courses. This number does not include 
ten from other courses who are taking 
Bookeeping. Twenty-two out of thirty- 
seven Seniors will ho graduated this 
year who . have taken up vocational 
courses. 
Grand liapids, however, can easily do 


more for its students in tho vocational 
line. It has often been pointed out to 
me by Inspectors from the State Uni- 
versity and others interested that we 
have an exceptional opportunity to pro- 
vide for an Agricultural Course in our 
High School. Tho grounds - necessary 
can be readily obtained, I believe, if it 
were so desired. The Department of 
Agriculture of the State University 
and the University Extension Division 
stand ready to offer 
their assistance 


where possible, upon the introduction of 
such a course. That su'^h a course 
would work out as a good thing for 
Grand Rapids cannot 
be 
doubted. 


What is needed in this vicinity is a 
little application of scientific principles 
to the cultivation of the soil and have 
it produce what it should and as it 
should. I trust that the way may be 
clear to institute such a course in the 
near future. 


PARENT'S MEETINGS 


A ssries of parents' meetings were 


hold in the different ward buildings 
during 'the year under the direction of 
the School Committee of the Womens' 
Federation. This year but 
meeting was held in each 


one 
building. 


The purpose of these meetings was to 
get the parents interested in the work 
the schools are doing. Some parents 
visited the schools for the first time at 
these meetings. . It is hoped that the 
parents who visited at these meetings 
will return to visit the schools often. 
At only one meeting did we have any 
fathers present. If the fathers woulc 
visit oftener and become acquainted 
with the aim of the schools, and what 
the schools are doing for their children 
they would be in position to more in 
:elligently offer criticism of the righl 
rind concerning the work in the public 
schools. Visits from the parents wil 
jring about closer relationship between 
;hem and the teachers which will nl- 
;imely work for the best interest of the 
rays and girls. 


MEDIOAL INSPECTION. 


The Medical Inspection of the schools 


instituted this year was quite success- 
ful when it is considered that 
the 


>hysiciaas were doing the .work free of 
charge. Medical Inspection has done 
several things besides merely excluding 
mpUs. from .school because4of conta- 
;ious disease. We find in the High 
Ichool that absences were decreased 
ibout one fourth the first semester over 
ast year. The number of days absence 
or the first semester of last year was 
110 for the high school. This was re- 
luced to 88(5 days the first semester, this 
rear, although the number enrolled thi 
'ear is greater than last and a number 
vere kept out for several weeks at a 
ime on account of Scarlet Fever in 
heir homes. It was also due to the 
agigation brought about by Medical 
nspectiun that the epidemic of Scarlet 
Tever which threatened us the early 
part of the year, was kept in check. 


Again a large number of parents have 
esponded to.the suggestions made con 
erning physical defects in their chU 
.ren. Some of the suggestions were 
not. taken" kindly at first. . but 
when 


:hese matters were brought to the at 
;ention of the parents from time to time 
>y the teachers, the parents -generally 
ame up and investigated the matter 
or themselves, with .the result .that 
omething was always done about it 
t is mv recommendation .that Medical 
nspection be continued and. a Medical 
Inspector be engaged by. the Board of 
Mucation to take charge of the Inspec 
ion of the schools at such regular in 
;ervals as may be deemed -sufficient for 
he wellfai-e of the schools:

iio wrote to Humboldt:

But the population In 1SG.T was fig- 


ured at 33.215,117, showing that Jeffer- 
Hon's reliance on a definite ratio In- 
crease led him about 17,000,000 too 
high. In 1815 we find Jefferson writing 
«s follows to Mr. Mo.ury: 
. "Forty millions In forty years, and 
in sixty yearj eighty millions: 
This 


would be 1SI5 plus 60, making It in 
1S75 as 80,000,000." 


Hut at that date tho enumeration re- 


sulted In -l'i.386,207, or about DG.000,000 
below Jefferson's estimate. 
Jefferson 


was 'a c-areful student of natural in- 
'crease In tho human family, but his 
knowledge as to what death, marriage 
and Immigration would do for a nation 
was meager. 
1C that great, statesman 


could not form a fair calculation. It 1s 
trnfe to nay that It would 'jo a hopeless 
job for anyone to indulge in predic- 
tions of what the population will be 
llfty years hence, according to geo- 
metric ratio. 
Abraham Lincoln was 


another chief executive who endeav- 
ored to solve tho population puzzle. 
I.Ike Jefferson, he attempted to indi- 
cate the exact figures, but acquitted 
himself with more credit in the prob- 
lorn of human fluctuations. 
Lincoln 


at one tlrno practically 
proposed an 


lunoiulmont to the constitution of the 
United States, with a view to emanci- 
pating the slaves, and 
paying 
tho 


southern, owners a 
reasonable pur- 


chase price. He pointed out that after 
the slaves bad passed into the posses- 
sion of tho federal government they 
could be liberated, and the dreadful 
civil strife thus be brought to a close. 
In endeavoring to further this project 
Lincoln set out to foretell the great- 
ness In population of the federal union

like Jefferson. "Old Abe" was millions 
too high in his'estimate. Tho latest 
census returns from Washington, sub- 
ject to further correction, places the 
total at 91,972,266, which would show 
Lincoln's calculation to have overshot 
the mark by •ll>,94G,2GO. 


However, It la only fair to remem- 


ber that Lincoln's 
estimates 
were 


based on the possibility, of the war 
coming to a sudden termination after 
the people'had learned of his.-inten- 
tions regarding the slave purchase. 
But tho death struggle went forward 
relentlessly, and nothing was ..done 
toward carrying out tha life-saying 
and humane policy advocated by the 
great president. Therefore the above 
decrease from his estimates must be 
allowed to his credit, since hundreds 
01' thousands of tho male population 
were killed outright on tho 
battle- 


fields, and others died later as a result 
of their -wounds, or disease contracted 
through the privations they suffered.

Tho next and last president to show 


definite Interest in 
the 
population 


problem was William McKinley. His 
remarks on the subject are historical, 
since he was the first o£ our chief ex- 
ecutives to estimate the equation of 
population on the basis ot the mean- 
ing of the signature of the nation, or 
the great seal of the United States. 
In 1899, just prior to the census of 
1900, 
President McICinloy 
was 
the 


guest of Chicago. He was called upon 
to respond to the toast, "The Great 
Seal of the United Stales," and spoke 
in part, as follows: 


"On the reverse side of the groat 


seal of tho United States authorized 
by congress' June 20, 1782, and adopt- 
ed aa the seal of the United States of 
America after its formation under the 
federal 
.constitution, 
Is a pyramid, 


signifying strength and duration." 


Having described the meanings of 


tho additional emblem, the president 
continued: 


"In peace we have been 
signally 


bltfssed, and our progress has gone on 
unchecked and ever Increasing in the 
intervening 
years. 
In 
boundless 


wealth of soil and mine and timber 
nature has favored us. while all races 
of men of every nationality and cli- 
mate have contributed 
their 
good 


blood to make the nation what it is. 
From 3,920,214 in 1790, our population 
lias grown to upward of 62,000,000 in 
IS'JO, and our estimated population to- 
day made by the governors oE the 
states is 87,803,231. 


"We have grown from 13 states to 


•IB. We have annexed every variety of 
territory, from tho coral 
reefs 
and 


cocoanut groves of Key West to the 
Icy regions of northern Alaska." 


After dwelling on the immensity of 


the population and its future destiny, 
he concluded: 


"After 123 years the pyramid stands 


unbroken. 
It has had some severe 


shocks, but It remains Immovable. It 
had endured the storms ot war, cnly 
to be stronger. 
It stands firmer and 


gives greater promise of duration than 
when the fathers made it the symbol 
ot their Caith;" 


President McKinley was correct In 


stating that the founders of our na- 
tion adopted the design of aa .'unfin- 
ished pyramid, over which wan placed 
tho eye of Providence, and beneath It 
the date 1776, with a later motto set- 
ting forth the idea of a "new order of 
things." 
But he omitted to mention 


that the reverse or pyramid side of 
the great seal was never engraved, 
and never employed as a part of the 
signature of. the nation. 
Such is the 


case, however, and therefore the unfin- 
ished pyramid is an unknqwn factor in 
heraldic Americana. 


The forefathers Intended this device 


to mean that not any generation .of 
Americans would see 
the 
apex or 


crest of population—that It woiiH go 
on to eternity, and the cope-stones of 
our population's strength and repub- 
lican triumphs 'be placed by divine 
and not human hands. It was a grand 
symbolic conception, but eagerness to 
possess • a seal, and slowness In hav- 
ing it executed, changed our national 
signature from a seal enpendant to a 
seal enplacard, thus robbing later gen- 
erations of a splendid emblem of pow- 
er and numerical greatness. 


Nothing illustrates the magnificent 


march of western ; civilization "better 
than the discussion In congress'Imme- 
diately following the census of ; 1830, 
arid the said discussion also portrays 
the progress in transportation, as well 
as the western spread of population. 
At that date a Mr. Smyth.of Virginia, 


In those words: 


"The distance 


thirty-five to forty cents a dozen IB .the.

travel in coming to the seat of gov- 
ernment and returning home would be 
9,200 miles. If he should travel at the 
rate o£ thirty miles a day it would 
require 306 days; allowing for Sun- 
days forty-four, and it would amount 
to 350 days. 
Tills would allow the 


member a fortnight lo rest himself at 
Washington before he should 
com 


rnence his journey home. It would bo 
more expeditious, however, to come 
by water around Cape Horn, or to 
pass through Behriug straits round 
the north coast of this continent to 
Baffin's bay, thence through Davis' 
straits to the Atlantic, and so on to 
Washington. It is true that this pass- 
ago is not yet discovered, except on 
our maps, but it will be, as soon as 
Oregon becomes a state." 


The concluding words of Mr. Dicker- 


son's address were, of course, spoken 
in sarcastic vein. At the time o£ this 
unique argument the geographic cen- 
ter of the United States was at a 
point near Plttsburg, while the center 
of population was at a point nineteen 
miles southwest of Moorfield, West 
Virginia. 
In eighty years the geo- 


graphic center has been moved west- 
ward to a point northwest of the cen- 
ter of Kansas, while the center of pop 
ulation is at Nashville, Brown county, 
Indiana. 
Strange 
Indeed 
are 
the 


changes which have taken place since 
1830, and remarkable the transforma- 
tion from the census of 1790—when 
the geographic center was near Wash- 
ington city's present location, and the 
center of population marked as twen- 
ty-three miles east, not west, of the 
city ot Baltimore. 


Odd as it may seem, the movement 


of the center of population 
follows 


close to the old "Mason and Dlxon's 
line," the boundary between Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland, which was estab- 
lished as early as 1763. Thia line was 
pract.icolly the imaginary division be- 
tween the slave and free states. 


John Randolph said: 
"This Mason 


and Dixon's line is the partition be- 
tween those who make slavery profit- 
able, and those who could not make It 
profitable'," and ever afterward the line 
was referred to as the bounds of the 
elave and anti-slave states. The cen- 
ters of population have traveled near- 
ly parallel with It, an apt illustration 
ot how closely balanced were the con- 
tending forces in the federal and anti- 
federal sentiments of 1861. 


Prom 1790 to 1800 the center moved 


westward forty-one miles, landing It 
about Washington, which was prac- 
tically the geographical center also. 
In 1810 the center .shifted to forty 
miles northwest ot the national capi- 
tal; in 1820 It had moved fifty miles, 
locating sixteen miles north of Wood- 
stock, Virginia., In 
1830, 
traveling 


thirty-nine miles, we flnd It nineteen 
miles southwest of Moorfleld, West 
Virginia; while in 1340, a jump ot fifty- 
five miles places it sixteen 
miles 


south ot Clarksburg, W. Va. In I860, 
a move of fifty-five miles sets it twen- 
ty-three miles southeast of Parkers- 
burg, "W. Va.

As most poople know, the electric 


light, •whether of thu arc.-, or iucuu- 
JesceuS typo, owes iln brightness to 
leated carbon rods or liliimeuts. 
The 


luming arc is simply a carbon arc 
witli the exception that tho carbou 
rods have a sol'r core iu their center, 
like the lead in a lead pencil, aud 
this core is impregnated with such 
:olor-yieldiug suits as chromium and 
c.ilciujn oxides. 
The ordinary carbon 


light conies from the ends of the car- 
bons .and the "aro" or space between 
tho carbon points gives only a faint 
violet color, but is extremely hot. 
This heat is sufficient in the llauiiug 
arc lamps to volatilize the metallic 
salts, decompose them aud also ruaka 
the metal iucaudeeaeut 
Iu this _w»y 


l.lio vapor, passing through the arc, 
lights up the space and thus adds 
greatly to the light, which otherwise 
would only come from the ends of the 
carbons. 
These lights are really not 


much moro "darning" than the com- 
mon 
light, 
but the arc, being il- 


luminated, gives the appearance of 
fiauio. 
The ordinary arc lamp gives 


about aOOO candle power, while by 
thus adding a little lime, etc., the 
caudle power is increased to over 
10,000.
